Royal Wedding at Windsor Yes-
terday Was Very Bril-
liant Affair.

GATHERING MOST  IMPOSING

Majority of Reigning Familics of
ILurope Were Repra-
sented,

WINDSOR, IENG., June 15.—-Windsor,
the seenc of many historle events, pnr-
tloularly during the relgn of the Iate
Queen Victoria, was In hollday attire to-
day for the wedding of Princess Margu-
ret, of Connaught, eldest daughter of the
Duke of Connaught, to Prince Gustavuy
Adolphus, eldest son of Crown Prince
Guatnvus, of Sweden, all the arrange-
ments for which were made under the
pereonal directlon of King Edward.

Throughout the morning o procesalon
of royal tralns proceoeded from London
to. Windsor, ecarryving representatives of
most of the royal familles of Burope an.d
forming one of the most imposing gather-
ings since the king's coronatlon. Mag-
